W ashington, Feb. 18.—Governor T aft 
in his testim ony before the 
senatt 
com m ittee on the Philippines, 
stated 
more succinctly than he has lien to- 
fore done bin theory—which 
Is, bt 
stated, also the theory of the Philip 
pine commission—as to w hat congree! 
should do in the way of supplying th* 
Philippine people w ith a form of gov­ 
ern inert. 
His plan is first to give the peopl* 
a qualified suffrage, w ith a gradual 
growih in popular governm ent, which 
should be enlarged through education 
In the English language and in Am eri­ 
can institutions. 
Second, to Institute 
within a reasonably short lime a lorn 
legislature to consist of two bodies 
on* to he olios* n by vol*' and the othet 
to be appointive; third, to perm it the 
islands to send two or three repro 
sentatives to W ashington. 
In reply to questions Governor Taft 
sand he agreed with General Funston 
th at the establishm ent of a populai 
assemblage would give opportunity tc 
demagogues to stir up the people, but 
that he did not include in his designa­ 
tions all persons who are opposed tc 
American control.

many men in the islands who conscien 
tlously oppose the dom ination of the 
United States.

If the govern m en t of the islands should 
now be turned over to the islanders, 
them selves there would be nothing less 
than absolute oligarchy, they having 
no idea of civil governm ent, 
Replying to Senator Raw lins. Gov. 
Taft advanced the idea that on ac­ 
count of the fact 
that 
the Filipinos 
have for 300 years bi en under the in­ 
fluence of the Christian religion they 
would prove to be different from other 
different Malay races, and that in time, 
under the influence of Am erican edu­ 
cation, the people m ight becom e ca­ 
pable of self-governm ent. 
He did not 
consider the case as parallel with that 
presented In India. 
He thought all the 
difficulties of race and clim ate might 
he overcom e, but held that it would 
take tim e and require much patience 
In the matter of training on our part. 
H e anticipated som e trouble on ac­ 
count of som e undue or illegal exploi­ 
tation of the islands and corruption 
in case of continued American occupa­ 
tion, but he would not, on account of 
this danger, turn the islands hack to 
the fate of an oligarchy so long as 
there is a probability of su ccess as 
there is in thiB case. 
“I did not originally favor the ac­ 
quisition of the Philippines, aDd I was 
sorry at the tim e that we got them, 
but now that we are there I can see no 
other wav than to go on and carry out 
the plan that I have suggested. 
I may

that we could bring these people out 
regardless of the fact that tho feat we 
propose is to an extent unprecedented 
— lf I did not believe we should suc­ 
ceed in doing what we are undertaking 
to do.
